• The  program  guide  for  teachers  mirrors  the  contents  of  the  video;  accordingly,  the  comments  and  cautions  listed  above  are  c 
guide.  The  sources  for  statistics  and  the  definitions  in  the  program  guide  are  general  in  nature  and  would  benefit  from  further 
the  classroom.  Some  of  the  suggested  activities  would  be  recommended  over  the  true/false  questions  in  the  guide  to  engage 
and  worldviews.  Based  on  interpretation,  some  of  the  items  in  the  definitions  and  fact  sheet  sections  could  also  be  seen  as  ir 
definitions,  in  the  description  of  Muslims  and  prayer,  some  might  consider  it  more  accurate  to  state  that  Muslims  face  the  Kaal 
questions  over  the  following  could  arise:  the  largest  religion  in  the  world,  whether  Buddha  was  a god,  countries  that  have  an  “c 
the  largest  Muslim  population,  beliefs  of  some  “Native  tribes”  in  the  world,  and  the  role  of  saints.
